It’s 2019, Not 1919. Ditch the 
Blackface — It’s Racist and Offensive

It’s about time. 


White people with scissors are anxiously digging 
through boxes of old photographs, poised to snip into 
pieces any snapshots showing them with black shoe 
polish on their faces. 


Others are frantically purging the photo files on their 
smart phones. 


Some of these folks are decent people who did 
something racist and insensitive, thinking it was 
funny and harmless. Some are racists who did 
something racist and insensitive, thinking only it was 
funny. 


And some are simply clueless. They don’t think much 
at all. 


If youre a white person who has—for whatever 
dumbass reason—smeared shoe polish on your face 
and gone to a party pretending to be black, this is a 
good moment for reflection: Why on Earth did I do 
that? And why did I let some fool take my picture? 
Was I stoned? Was I drunk? Did I lose a bet? 


The current blackface scandal is providing a spectrum 
of bad examples from which obvious lessons may be 
drawn. 


Naturally, it blew up first in Florida. On Jan. 24, the 
Republican secretary of state, Michael Ertel, hastily

resigned after the Tallahassee Democrat obtained 
photos of him with his face painted black. Ertel also 
was wearing earrings, red lipstick, a New Orleans 
Saints bandanna and a T-shirt bearing the words 
“Katrina Victim.” 


His pose was doubly abhorrent because it mocked 
not only blacks, but everyone whose lives were 
upended by that hurricane. The pictures were taken 
at a Halloween party in 2005, only two months 
after Katrina killed 1,836 people, most of them in 
Louisiana—and most of them African-Americans. 


At the time of the photo, Ertel wasn’t some witless 
kid at a frat-house rush. He was the supervisor of 
elections in Seminole County. 


One week after his story erupted, it was the 
Democrats’ turn in Virginia. A conservative website 
got a photo from Gov. Ralph Northam’s medical- 
school yearbook purportedly showing him wearing 
blackface, standing beside another young man in a 
Ku Klux Klan outfit. 


At first Northam apologized for appearing in the 
offensive picture. Then, in a weird about-face, the 
next day he declared that he wasn’t in the photo after 
all. 


However, he admitted that he’d once darkened his 
skin and dressed up like Michael Jackson to perform 
the singer’s famous moonwalk. Northam expressed 
regret, though it hasn’t muted the demands from 
civil rights groups and state leaders of both parties 
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for his resignation. As of this writing, the governor 
has refused to quit. 


Even if one gave him the benefit of the doubt—that 
he did something wrong as a young man, and learned 
from it—troubling questions linger. Northam’s 
confusion about the blackface photo, for instance. 


As a white guy whose memory isn’t always flawless, 
I’m still pretty sure I’d remember if a racist picture 
had appeared on my personal yearbook page, and I 
would absolutely remember if I was one of the two 
boneheads in that picture. 


Nobody needs 24 hours to positively identify their own 
face, unless they’ve posed for so many such pictures 
that they’ve lost track. 


Remember that this took place in 1984, 20 whole 
years after the Civil Rights Act was passed, and 16 
years after Martin Luther King Jr. was assassinated. 
Was there not one editor of the Eastern Virginia 
Medical School yearbook who was bothered by the 
image of future doctors in blackface or a Klan hood? 


Northam’s exposure triggered more political chaos 
in Virginia. Last week a woman came forward with a 
sexual assault accusation against Justin Fairfax, the 
African-American lieutenant governor who is next in 
line for Northam’s job. 


Fairfax has denied any wrongdoing, saying the 
encounter was consensual. 


Now the third person in the order of succession, 
Attorney General Mark Herring, admits that he, too, 
once wore blackface. He says he went to a college 
party 38 years ago dressed as Kurtis Blow, a rapper 
whose songs he enjoyed. 


Herring has apologized profusely, just as Northam 
apologized for his King of Pop moment, and Michael 
Ertel apologized for his Katrina-victim costume. 


It doesn’t matter why or how the Ertel photos were 
leaked. The images aren’t fake. His antics are much 
more odious because he was 35 at the time, not 19, 
and he was ridiculing minority victims of a deadly 
natural disaster. 


But times change, and sometimes people do, too. All 
of us have done dumb, cruel things that could be 
reappraised in a broader context and, if we’re lucky, 
forgiven. 


For all those with memories of blackface high jinx 
hidden away, the scissors are your friend. So is the 
Delete button. 

It’s 2019. Enough already.

It’s All About the People

The restaurant business, which is all I know, is an 
old one. There have been taverns and cafés for cen- 
turies. While the industry has changed greatly over 
time, there has been one constant. I have learned 
that the most valuable asset of a business has noth- 
ing to do with property or structures—it has to do 
with people. A comfortable place and a nice view are 
fine, but there is more to a successful restaurant 
than the old real estate mantra “location, location, 
location.” 


For me, it is all about the people. It is about the 
people who work in a restaurant and the people who 
frequent it. It is, of course, also about the food. The 
death knell of many places is their insistence on 
themes and gimmicks. Themes get old, good food 
and service don’t. Gimmicks might get people in the 
door, but customers won’t keep coming back unless 
there is substance. 


In Destin, where transience is a part of life and the 
labor shortage is so acute that we now have workers 
imported from around the world, what can you do to 
develop a good workforce? 


Harbor Docks has been selling seafood on the Des- 
tin Harbor since 1979. While it is hard not to sound 
pompous when describing a business philosophy, 
we have been fairly successful, so I thought I would 
share some of our secrets. After all, eight out of 10 
of the bestsellers on the New York Times nonfiction 
list are either business guides or self-help books. 
Even though I’ve never read either type of book, I 
have some ideas of my own. 


One of the things we have done to try to make Har- 
bor Docks an attractive place to work is to take care 
of each other. The word “family” is overused when 
it is applied to the workplace. Harbor Docks repre- 
sents, for many people, more of a family than the 
one they grew up in. We have people who have spent 
their entire working lives with us. Consequently, the 
issues they have faced have been shared with all of 
us. 


There are good and bad times in life. We have paid 
obstetricians and hospitals for employees to bring 
children into this world, and we have paid funeral 
homes to take loved ones away. We have arranged 
for a dishwasher to have a quintuple bypass with 
Dr. Pacifico at UAB, and we have dealt with emer- 
gency rooms at local hospitals to the point that we

know all the personnel. We have fed more nurses in 
our area than you can imagine. I learned long ago 
that when you feed the medical staff attending to a 
patient, the patient tends to get a bit more attention. 


Sometimes we seem to operate as a bank as much 
as a restaurant. Many of our employees aren’t on a 
first name basis with bank presidents. Many have 
never had a loan. If they are going to spend their 
days sweating it out in a hectic kitchen or behind a 
raucous bar, I have no problem in helping them out 
when they run into financial shortfalls. 


We have paid for college educations for employees 
and their children, and we have paid for stints in re- 
hab centers. We send employees on vacations, and 
we arrange for them to go fishing and hunting. We 
have helped them purchase houses, and we have 
helped rebuild their homes after hurricanes. 


We have gotten employees out of jail, and we have 
provided them with legal help. When they have 
broken down cars, we provide them with cars that 
work. 


Most of all, we try to provide them with the security 
that people need in this life, the security that comes 
with the knowledge that someone cares about them 
and will provide help when needed. If anything goes 
wrong, we will help. And with more than 400 em- 
ployees, things go wrong every day. In return, we 
ask that they come to work on time. 


We have found that once we have hired people and 
trained them, if they can be on time theyll be okay. 
We have so few rules and requirements, focusing on 
that one request—be on time—seems to be sufficient.

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Besides, too many rules in the workplace detract 
from the issues that really matter. And the standard 
rules that many businesses have are unrealistic. 
Why have a policy against employees fraternizing 
with one another when it is inevitable it is going 
to happen? People who spend their working hours 
with others are going to want to spend leisure 
hours with them also. We ask a lot of our employ- 
ees during their 40 hours of work—what they do on 
their own time doesn’t concern me much. We have 
workplace romances and divorces and everything 
in between. 


My goal is to treat the people I work with in sucha 
way that they would be willing to jump in front of a 
large fast-moving truck for me. The tired old adage 
“Don’t ask anyone to do something you wouldn’t do 
yourself” is one that I don’t like. I don’t want to wash 
dishes, and that’s why we pay someone else hand- 
somely to do it. 


We try to take advantage of the opportunities we 
have as an independent business. Compared to cor- 
porate-owned chain restaurants, we should be able 
to improvise more easily, adjust and change more 
quickly, and operate in a more relaxed manner. We 
provide our employees with opportunity and assis- 
tance that the nameless, faceless chain restaurants 
can’t or won’t provide. 


Another cliché often heard in the business world is 
that “good help is hard to find.” I am fairly sure that 
for many people, “good employers are hard to find” 
rings just as true. 


I wrote this 12 years ago. It could have been written 
today.

He came to realize 
that if meeting “Lieutenant Dan” (as opposed to Gary 
Sinise) made someone’s day, that was okay by him.

Grateful American is the story of how Sinise found 
his calling to serve and honor America’s defenders, 
veterans and first responders, their families, and 
others in need. He wanted to make sure that these 
Americans were never forgotten. 

The book begins by telling the story of how a young 
Sinise grew up in the suburbs of Chicago. As a 
teenager, he was more interested in music and sports 
than school. Sinise received a guitar for Christmas in 
fourth grade and from there formed bands with friends. 
He played baseball and football in junior high. By high 
school, he was headed down a dark road until he 
crossed paths with drama teacher Barbara Patterson. 


Mrs. Patterson was directing West Side Story and 
asked Sinise and his friends to come and audition. 
To his surprise, he was chosen to be a Shark and he 
found his new community. Theater became his second 
chance. From there, Sinise learned everything he could 
about acting, directing, running sound, painting sets, 
and taking small parts. 


In 1974, Sinise and his friends formed the Steppenwolf 
Theatre Company, still in existence today. The 
company put on many plays and included soon-to-be 
well-known actors like John Malkovich, Laurie Metcalf 
and Joan Allen. It was there that he met his future wife 
Moira Harris. In 1979, Sinise and Harris would move 
out to California. 


In the 1980s and early ‘90s, Sinise would direct a 
movie and star in a production of Of Mice and Men. He 
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played the lead in a TV miniseries of Stephen King’s 
The Stand and in 1993 won the role that would change 
his life. 


Sinise was nominated for an Oscar for his role as 
Lieutenant Dan in Forrest Gump, and starred on TV’s 
CSI: New York for nine seasons. In the meantime, 
he began working with the USO, traveling to visit 
American troops overseas and in the U.S. He started 
the Gary Sinise Foundation to help veterans and first 
responders and their families. 


Sinise also created the Lieutenant Dan Band to 
perform and raise money for these people. One aspect 
of his foundation is building new homes for disabled 
veterans free of charge. 


This is a moving story of a young man from Chicago 
who found his calling to help those who defend 
America, a calling that Sinise serves selflessly.

Quito, Ecuador was supposed to be 
a place that we flew into to get to our 
journey for the Galapagos Islands, just 
a stopping point before proceeding 
further.

In the early hours of the morning of 
February 13, a fire destroyed The Red 
Bar in Grayton Beach. The event made 
national news. 


The Red Bar was here when I moved to 
this area, in the latter part of the ‘90s. 
It reportedly opened 24 years ago (on 
Super Bowl Sunday), so it hadn’t been 
open that long when I got here. Still, 
the first time I went there (for lunch), 
it already had the look of a permanent 
institution. 


It might have been the decor. Pretty 
much every square inch inside was 
painted, postered, embellished or hung 
with a near-indescribable collection of 
classic and pop art. There were posters 
of sports (especially soccer), movies 
(foreign films, or American films with 
foreign titles) concerts (from jazz to 
opera) and photos of the famous, 
the infamous, and the just plain 


unidentified. In between were album 
covers, framed artwork, frameless local

artwork, carvings, and just interesting 
stuff. Like the Louvre, it could not be 
appreciated fully in one or two visits. 
You had to see it, study it. I hope you 
did, because that stuff is gone. 


That’s the worst part—stuff is gone. 
Walls, roof, kitchen, furnishings, 
inventory. 


The good part...no, the good parts are 
many. Most important, no one died, 
or was injured. Also intact are the 
memories of great meals, terrific music, 
and houses packed like subway cars. 
The Grayton Beach neighborhood’s 
limited parking brought out the 
stalking skills and territoriality of an 
African lioness in otherwise docile 
tourists. 


I used to know the menu by heart, 
and I’ve tried everything they make. 
My favorites are the panne chicken, 
blackened grouper with bacon cheddar 
grit cake, grilled fish sandwich, and 
those incomparable weekend-only crab 
cakes with citrus beurre blanc.

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Then there’s the apple dumpling, 
and—occasionally—the chocolate 
creme brdilée. The latter always made 
me feel like I was on some insiders list. 


It’s a testament to the management’s 
self-confidence that the crab cake 
recipe was made public years ago. 
Sure, now you could make the crab 
cakes at home, and not just on Friday 
and Saturday. But you’d miss Olivier, 
with his leading man looks and 
Continental manner with customers. 
And his brother Philippe, soccer fan 
(and player) discussing Highlander: The 
Series, at least with a fellow enthusiast 
like me. 


And your server bringing out the 
blackboard menu, which she’d either 
prop on an empty chair, or, in the 
absence of any empty chairs, just 
stand there and hold while you made 
up your mind. It never took long, at 
least for the locals. After all, you could 
always come back tomorrow for what 
you almost got tonight. 


Lunch there was a great place to talk 
business, or just sit around and watch 
others talk business while you drank 
beer, ate hamburgers, and studied the 
walls. God knows how much South 
Walton property was bought and sold 
at Red Bar; at least the lunches were 
sensibly priced. 


And the music. Brunch with music 
there was likened to a religious 
experience (Church of Bloody Mary?). 
When Dread Clampitt was playing, 


even beach mice couldn’t squeeze in. 
The place was consistently voted Best 
Bar for Music on any number of area 
polls. 


That said, this isn’t meant to be a 
eulogy. That’s for the dead and gone, 
not the temporarily absent. I can’t 
count all the restaurants, bars and 
dining establishments that have come, 
dazzled, fizzled and vanished without a 
trace in this area. There are buildings 
that have housed as many as six 
brilliant-on-paper ideas for dining, all 
of which crashed and burned. Other 
buildings were simply torn down to be 
replaced by unattainable housing. The 
Red Bar building itself housed several 
previous businesses. 


So this is not Farewell, Red Bar. It’s 
more a bientdt (“see you soon”) because 
within days of the loss, Oli Petit went 
on the record, saying: “I want to tell 
our patrons and my staff that we will 
be back, and we will rebuild to the 
exact previous specifications—maybe 
with a better bathroom. Life goes on.” 


Do we really want a better bathroom? 
I mean, wasn’t queuing up to use the 
potty—placed strategically within a few 
paces of the bar—an essential part of 
the Red Bar experience? How many 
friendships were begun, how many 
business deals were refined, how 
many SoWal dynasties were founded, 
outside the door of the Red Bar loo? 
Just saying. 


As for the rebuild—Amen, Make it So.
